Hopes McCarran Types 
Will Be Elected; Gal­ 
lery Gives Applause 


Washington, Aug. 10 
(JP)—Sen­ 
ator McCarthy (R.-Wis.) offered 
today to let a “committee headed 
by a good Democrat” decide who 
is right in his latest feud with 
the State Department and some 
fellow senators over his charges 
of Communism in government. 
He suggested Senator McCar­ 
ran (D.-Nev.) and the Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee he 
heads. 
Under 
senatorial 
immunity 
from libel suits McCarthy yester­ 
day named in the Senate 26 per­ 
sons he identified as State De­ 
partment officials and employes 
“charged with Communist activi­ 
ties.” 
This stirred majority leader Mc­ 
Farland (D.-Ariz.) to protest vig­ 
orously against what he called a 
senator’s use of his immunity “to 
smear any individual” or become 
“a character assassin.” 
And Senator Lehman (D.-N.Y.) 
charged that McCarthy had given 
“shabby and dastardly treatm ent” 
to Ambassador Phillip C. Jessup, 
one of the 26 on McCarthy’s list. 
Jessup Not Available 
Jessup was not 
immediately 
available for comment but Under 
Secretary of State Carlisle 
H. 
Humelsine 
issued 
a 
statement 
accusing McCarthy of “smear tac­ 
tics in mak ing this misleading list 
of names public.” 
McCarthy challenged 
this and 
declared he is anxious to have 
the McCarran subcommittee “de­ 
cide the whole issue.” 
All my files are open to the Mc­ 
Carran committee and I hope they 
can get into this in detail,” Mc­ 
Carthy told a reporter. 
McCarthy’s Senate speech, well 
publicized in advance, drew large 
crowds to the Senate public gal­ 
leries. but few senators listened to 
the entire exchange. 
Gallery Applauds 
At one point McCarthy got a 
loud round of applause from gal­ 
leries — £ violation of Senate 
rules—by saying he hoped that if 
the Democrats win the next elec­ 
tion it will be with “the McCar­ 
ran type of Democrat” instead of 
some who “scream to high heaven 
and say ‘you are smearing these 
poor innocent people.’ ” 
Humelsine, who

ment, said McCarthy’s list in­ 
cluded two persons who do not 
work at the department, 14 who 
had been cleared by the depart­ 
ment’s loyalty board and 13 cases 
still under review.

New York, Aug. IO UP)—The 
New York State American Le­ 
gion says death 'should be the 
penalty for “teaching and advo­ 
cating overthrow of the govern­ 
m ent”

tained in one of a series of anti­ 
communist resolutions adopted 
yesterday at the State Legion’s 
33rd annual convention. 
One of the suggestions was 
that all trade with Russia and 
its satellites be suspended, and 
that U. S. financial aid to coun­ 
tries trading with Communist 
nations be halted. 
On other issues, the Legion de­ 
manded that “bingo” be legalized 
if conducted by religious* frater­ 
nal and other non-profit organ­ 
izations. 
Repeal of “blue laws,” which 
prohibit many amusements* on 
Sunday, was urged. 
Last night, more than 3,000 
members of the Forty and Eight, 
the Legion’s fun-making society, 
paraded down Eighth avenue. 
The parade was led by Mayor 
R. Impellitteri and Thomas J. 
Curran, New York secretary of 
state. 
Thousands of spectators 
lined the parade route. 
In the parade were tinseled lo­ 
comotives, box cars and legion­ 
naires dressed as clowns and 
bathing beauties.

“Mr. Carter. Not an in vestigation in the sen se 
of read in g 400 books an d thousan d s of letters. 
“Sen ator Ferguson . Do y ou n ot thin k it would 
have been proper for an organ ization such as this 
to make a search to attempt to see whether or n ot 
serious charges are true, so if there were they 
could clean their own house rather than to have a 
con gression al committee d o it? . . .

It has n ever been ex plain ed how they got there. 
Those d ocumen ts were either stolen , or were given 
to “Amerasia” by authorized or un authorized per­ 
son s. 
Neither the court cases n or the Ty d in gs 
Committee prod uced the evid en ce on how these 
d ocumen ts moved from the State Departmen t, 
Treasury , Army an d Navy In telligen ce in Washin g­ 
ton to the “Amerasia” office in New York. 
Perhaps before the McCarran Committee has 
completed its work, it may fin d out.

“As lon g as we retire the aged worker while he 
still possessses skill, ex perien ce, phy sical capacities 
an d a d esire to work, we are ad d in g to the eco­ 
n omic burd en of the y oun ger gen eration s an d to 
the d eclin e of society . The life span is in creasin g 
an d agin g occurs at a slower pace. Early retire­ 
men t mean s an un n ecessary waste of valuable 
skills an d ex perien ces.” 
I am quotin g Dr. S. S. Levin s, in Con n ecticut 
State Med ical Journ al, who poin ts -out that n ot 
on ly is there a loss of special skills an d ex perien ces 
in retirin g workers too early , n ow that the life­ 
span has been ex ten d ed twen ty y ears, but that 
lon g life without work in vites d iseases. 
I have poin ted out in previous articles the lack 
of routin e in the life of the retired worker. He 
arises when he likes an d retires when he likes, 
his meals become irregular, an d if he d oes n o 
phy sical work, his appetite will grad ually fail 
an d there will n ot be the regularity of bowel 
movemen t when he arises in the morn in g, or, more 
common ly , immed iately after breakfast. 
However, Dr. Levin e goes further in to the m at­ 
ter than this, poin tin g out the d amagin g effects 
upon the min d an d the emotion s of lon g life with­ 
out work. Thus the aged worker n eed s a feelin g 
of econ omic security , n ot on ly because of the mon ey 
in volved , but because he wan ts to feel that he is 
n ot through as a prod ucer, that he can still hold 
his own with y oun ger men because of his skill an d 
ex perien ce. He wan ts to feel that he is an active 
member of his commun ity . 
Dr. Levin e further poin ts out that d urin g World 
W ar II (an d this also applied to World W ar I), 
when employ ers were obliged to recall old er 
workers, it was learn ed h6w much phy sical skill 
an d men tal ability had been wasted in d ischargin g 
or retirin g man y of these same workers. 
While employ ers, employ es, trad e un ion s an d 
d epartmen ts of govern men t must wrestle with the 
problems of old age, phy sician s an d psy chologists 
are agreed that, from the stan d poin t of health an d 
happin ess, our agin g men an d women should , in ­ 
sofar as it is possible without, in terferin g with 
the rights an d privileges of y oun ger workers en ­ 
titled to promotion , be given gain ful employ men t 
because of their skills an d ex perien ce.

CURIOUS MORALS 
The McCarr mn Committee obtained much of its 
information concerning the Institute of Pacific Re­ 
lations by subpoenaing the files of that body which 
were in a bam in Lee, Massachusetts, owned by 
Edward C. Carter. 
Carter is a clever man, in his seventies, who has 
made his way in the world of international affairs 
with astounding success since World War L 
It is admitted by Carter that the files are au­ 
thentic. The senators then wanted to know wheth­ 
er the Institute had ever made an independent 
check to discover if the charges that Communists 
were using it as a front were authentic. 
Carter 
said that they had made such a check and threw in 
a lot of names: President Sprout of the University 
of California; Professor Joseph P. Chamberlain of 
Columbia ’(his niece was then Mrs. Frederick Van­ 
derbilt Field); Brooks Emeny, of Cleveland, now 
president of the Foreign Policy Association, and 
Arthur Deane of Sullivan and Cromwell; and there 
were others. What did they discover? Well, this 
is the colloquy on the subject: 
“Mr. Carter. Not an investigation in the sense 
of reading 400 books and thousands of letters. 
“Senator Ferguson. Do you not think it would 
have been proper for an organization such as this 
to mai^e a search to attem pt to see whether or not 
serious charges are true, so if there were they 
could clean their own house rather than to have a 
congressional committee do it? . • . 
“The chairman. The question is susceptible to 
a yes or no answer, and you can explain after­ 
wards. If you do not care to answer yes or no, I 
think the m atter ought to terminate. • . • 
“Senator Ferguson. 
I want to know whether 
or not it would be a reasonable thing when charges 
are made against an organization as large as this 
that they were acting as a front of communism, 
that somebody in there would not have had an 
examination, a detailed investigation of their own 
house after these papers were seized and whether 
or not they did and whether or not they made a 
report.

“Mr. Carter. They were stolen; they certainly 
were stolen. They were secured irregularly by peo­ 
ple who were accused of being Communists.” 
The fact is that the two raids on the “Amer­ 
asia” magazine offices (1945) produced a large 
quantity of documents which should have been in 
the State Department but were in the magazine 
offices, where there was considerable photostating 
equipment. 
It has never been explained how* they got there. 
Those documents were either stolen, or were given 
to “Amerasia” by authorized or unauthorized' per­ 
sons. 
Neither the court cases nor the Tydings 
Committee produced the evidence on how these 
documents moved from the State Department, 
Treasury, Army and Navy Intelligence in Washing­ 
ton to the “Amerasia” office in New York. 
Perhaps before the McCarran Committee has 
completed its work, it may find out.

That Body of Yours 
By J ame* W. Barton, M.D.

FALSE BUSS 
Thomas Gray, eighteenth century poet, 
wrote that when ignorance is bliss it is folly 
to be wise. The line is often quoted but it 
seems hard to believe that the poet meant 
it seriously. There are times when the wise 
seem to be without honor in the presence of 
fools, and when to be insensitive and ignor­ 
ant seems to be an advantage. 
But real bliss depends on understanding 
and wisdom. To know the hearts and minds 
of his fellow man, to read the record of 
man's glory in his books of history and the 
greatness of his thoughts in his literature 
are true delights to the man of wisdom. 
Ignorance is an empty and futile condition, 


OLD AGE AND EMPLOYABILITY 
“•As long as we retire the aged worker while he 
still possessses skill, experience, physical capacities 
- and a desire to work, we are adding to the eco­ 
nomic burden of the younger generations and to 
the decline of society. The life span is increasing 
and aging occurs at a slower pace. Early retire­ 
ment means an unnecessary waste of valuable 
skills and experiences.” 
I am quoting Dr. S. S. Levins, in Connecticut 
State Medical Journal, who points -out that not 
only is there a loss of special skills and experiences 
in retiring workers too early, now that the life­ 
span has been extended twenty years, but that 
long life without work invites diseases. 
I have pointed out in previous articles the lack 
of routine in the life of the retired worker. He 
arises when he likes and retires when he likes, 
his meals become irregular, and if he does no 
physical work, his appetite will gradually fail 
and there will not be the regularity of bowel 
movement when he arises in the morning, or, more 
commonly, immediately after breakfast. 
However, Dr. Levine goes further into the m at­ 
ter than this, pointing out the damaging effects 
upon the mind and the emotions of long life with­ 
out work. Thus the aeed worker needs a feeling 
of economic security, not only because of the money 
involved, but because he wants to feel that he is 
not through as a producer, that he can still hold 
his own with younger men because of his skill and 
experience. He wants to feel that he is an active 
member of his community. 
Dr. Levine further points out that during World 
W ar II (and this also applied to World W ar I), 
when employers were obliged to recall older 
workers, it was learned hdw much physical skill 
and mental ability had been wasted in discharging 
or retiring many of these same workers. 
While employers, employes, trade unions and 
departments of government must wrestle with the 
problems of old age, physicians and psychologists 
are agreed that, from the standpoint of health and 
happiness, our aging men and women should, in­ 
sofar as it is possible without, interfering with 
the rights and privileges of younger workers en­ 
titled to promotion, be given gainful employment 
because of their skills and experience.

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Cardinal Asks

“ May the rivers of y our Chris­ 
tian love overflow in a flood of 
mercy to alleviate the misery of 
our

C arthy said that those on his list 
were person* whose names he had 
given last year to the Senate sub­ 
com m ittee under form er Senator 
Tydings (D.-Md.). 
Democrats on that group found 
no basis for M cCarthy’s charges 
of communism in government and

done "a whitewash.” 
He was forced to make the 
names public now, M cCarthy said, 
because Secretary of State Ache- 
son and other departm ent officials 
had refused his requests that em­ 
ployees facing loyalty charges be 
kept from seeing secret 
papers 
and documents. 
M cCarthy first listed John Car­ 
ter Vincent, former m inister to 
Switzerland and now consul gen­ 
eral at Tangiers. Vincent, he said, 
was a “member of the Communist 
party” engaged in “espionage ac­ 
tivities” while in Switzerland. 
Mentions Stone 
Next he mentioned William T. 
Stone, an information and editor­ 
ial specialist, whom he said had 
been “co-editor of Amerasia,” a 
magazine listed by the FBI as 
“tool of Soviet espionage.” 
When he reached Ambassador 
Jessup. M cCarthy said Jessup had 
tw^en affiliated with “five organiza­ 
tions officially named as front for 
and doing work for Communist 
fronts.” 
McCarthy 
referred 
again 
to 
John S. Service, a State D epart­ 
ment foreign service officer whom 
he often has attacked. Service, he 
said, has been linked with a Com­ 
munist spy, by FBI agents; one 
! cleared hv the State D epartm ent’s 
lo yalty Board, and now faces an­ 
other hearing. 
McCarthy 
conceded 
some 
of 
those on his list “may be able to 
prove that they are neither secur­ 
ity risks nor loyalty risks. 
“If so, they have been hurt by 
this publicity' and I regtet it,” he 
said, adding that would “not hurt 
any 
more 
than 
would 
anyone 
charged with a crime by a grand 
jury who might be able to prove 
his innocence.” 
Most of those McCarthy named 
hold relatively minor posts in the 
government.
